foreign  yoke,  which  Ls  an  important 
factor  in  the  present  dispute. 

The  entry  of  Japan  Into  Man- 
churia and  further  development  in 
that  eeoatiy  waa  erplained.  this 
caushig  greater  antipathy  balween 
China  and  Japan. 

Mr.  Hebden  then  reviewed  the 
present  situation  In  the  Orient,  tak- 
ing each  of  the  countries  involved 
and  explaining  its  stand  in  the  dis- 
pute. 

Japan,  he  said,  had  been  the  Urst 

Maneharta  were  broi«ht  to  tba  at- 
temion  of  the  mtneee  anthotltles. 
To  this.  China  replied  with  refer- 
ence to  uprisings  In  Korea  and 

pressed  for  the  punl.shment  of 
Korean  ofTlclal.s.  Japan  tgtiored  tlil.s 
message,  and  first  .slKn.s  that  ih 
situation  wa.<;  growing  •  worse  were 
seen  when  a  Japaasas  gSOgnl  was 
killed  in  Mongolia. 

THE  STRATEGIC  POINTS 

Later,  the  President  of  China 
made  serious  charges  against  the 
Japanese  In  a  public  address.  This 
resulted  In  Japan's  attack  on  China, 
and  hi  twanty-four  hours  Japan 
had  possession  of  al)  the  strategic 
potote  In  the  country.  This  was 
made  possible  through  her  connec- 
tions by  railways  In  Manrliurla,  but 
the  Chinese  did  not  conslrlor  it  this 
way  and  felt  that  the  move  was  a 
carefully  planned  one. 

The  work  of  the  League  of  Na- 
tions in  the  matter  and  the  treat- 
ment gtven  both  Japanass  and 
Chinese  repressntatlves  at  Geneva, 
was  related. 

In  concluding.  Mr.  Hebden  as- 
serted that  even  if  the  Chinese  or 
Japanese  Governments,  or  the 
League  of  Nations,  could  ofTer  a 
solution  to  the  problem,  it  would  be 
difncult  if  either  of  these  oould  con- 
trol the  extremists  kt  thslr  «wn 
rafilES.

!•  ini,  and  to  remember  that  in  the  latter  year 
our  municipal  government  had  to  cater  to  a 
larger  population  than  It  hat  today. 

The  bial  kind  o(  mnnlelpal  government 
almost  invariably  brings  an  Increased  population 
in  lU  train.

strong  In  another. 

The  difficulties  of  such  holdings 
are  Kreatly  accentuated  When  tre- 
mendous length  aiMlMMr  strength 
in  either  hand  Is  eombined  with  a 
void  to  the  salt  which  fame  the 
backbone  of  the  partners  holding. 
In  such  cases  someone  has  to  yield 
Too  often  the  yleldlnir  comes  so 
late  that  only  the  opponents  bene- 
fit, hut  there  is  a  rea.sonably  safe 
rule  to  follow  with  such  H^^vyng* 
end  that  tals  Is  as  follows: 

When  a  player  knows  that  his 
partner  can  make  use  of  hLs  cards, 
hut  knows  that  he  cannot  make 
upse  of  hl%  partner's  cards,  then 
he  shotild  subordinate  his  holding, 
however  rich  honors,  to  tbe  oom- 
moa  aftei  eete  tt  ttie  partaerMp. 

The  player  who  can  do  this  is 
entitled  to  the  medal  which  I  have 
oft/>n  thouKht  MOiVBd  t.  tbe 
perfect  partner.

Played  at  spade.s.  .South  not  only 
lost  a  trump  trick,  hut  two  tricks 
In  hearts  and  two  tricks  in  di- 
amonds as  well,  thiu  belnr  thrown 
for  a  penalty  loss  of  700  polnta 
The  100  points  he  eoored  for 
honors  proved  but  slight  aaiellara- 
tion  of  the  hiats  saflsiai  bf  the 
partnership. 

At  another  table  the  bidding  was 
the  same,  except  for  the  final  bid 
of  .six  .spades  South  was  permit- 
ted to  play  the  contract  at  six
